CROP PROSPECTS. 


ILLINOIS, 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribun-¢. 

MATTOON, III., June 6.—The wheat crop 
has made a worse change than Conkling and 
Piatt did when they resigned their seats in 
the Senate. Fields of wheat that three 
weeks ago promised a fair crop have 
since been plowed up and put ia corn. I 
have conversed with a great many farmers 
and others, and the report is the same. In 
Moultrie, Edgar, Clark, Cumberland, a por- 
tion of Jasper, and part of Effingham Coun- 
ties it is said that one-quarter of a crop will 
not be realized, while in Coles County it is 
doubtful whether we get a quarter crop. 
Shelby County is reported even worse than 
ours. I interviewed a gentleman who 
lives in that county, and a man of 
extensive knowledge, a few days ago, 
who said in pes to a question as to the 
probable loss of the wheat cropin his coun- 
ty that he did not believe they would save 
one acre out of every{i00 acres sown. His 
statements have been corroborated by others, 
and my honest opinion is that we will reap 
about the same reward. The causes of fail- 
ure are numerous. First, our fall was a 
backward, dry, unfavorable season for sow- 
ing and growing. The intense cold winter 
had weakened it to such an extent that it 
reguired a good treatment this spring, which 
it failed to get. Instead of having extensive 
cold spri rains, the winter made an un- 
paralleled leap, and landed clear over into 
summer, as it were, inaday, and forgot to 
bring up its rain-supply until just a few days 
ago, but too late. Chinch bugs and locusts 
are both busily engaged to see which party 
can eat up ir kind of proven- 
der first. But, from all reports, we 
have more acres of corn planted. than for 
years, and, as a general thing, in good condi- 
tion. There was corn that faiied to come up, 
and bad to be replanted, which will make it 
a little late. Butif we should have a favor- 
able summer and fall for corn we will make 
up in corn what we will lack in wheat. Our 
fruit erop will not be an extra yield. The 
late rains will possibly give us a good straw- 
berry yield.

BOND-ROBBERY.

Burra.o, N. I., June 6.—A startling 
robbery, involving the loss of $100,000, was 
committed at the Erie County Savings Bank 
some weeks ago, the details of which have 
been carefully concealed by the bank, the 
Directors, and other parties concerned. On 
May 9 last the bank received a letter from 
Baltimore, Md., which ran as follows: 

BALTIMORE, May 6.—Cyrus P. Lee, aeg, Brie 
Savings Bank, Buffalo—Sin: If the institution 
with which you are connected has lost a large 
amount of property, I can give you informahon 
which I received in a remarkable manner that 
will be of service to you. If you desire to con- 
sult me in regard to it, come dere and see me 
personally. WILLIAM II. Wuyte, 
Attorney and counsellor. 


When Mr. Lee received this he was unable 
to account forit. A package of bonds, Mr. 
Lee states, was taken from the Erie County 
Savings Bank May 5 last, amounting to 8900. 
000, to be sent to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. They were 6 per cent registered bonds, 
and were sent by registered mail. When 
this was received Mr. Lee at once 
supposed, as the bonds would pass through 
Baltimore on the 6th, that they might 
have been abstracted from the mail. He 
telegraphed to the Secretary or the Treasury 
and ascertained that the bonds had been re- 
ceived. Not having lost any bank funds, Mr. 
Lee supposed it was some sort of blackmail 
scheme., There the matter rested till the 
19th of May, when, as Mr. Lee states, Mr. 
George Gorham entered the bank and called 
for a package of securities which had been 
left for several years in the bank for safe- 
keeping. Mr. Lee at once went to the vault 
and was unable to find the securities in ques- 
tion. He said to Mr. Gorham that he handed 
the documents to him a short time 
since, Hie replied, ‘“ Yes, on the 2d 
of May. I cut off the coupons from them.“ 
Mr. Gorham said, turther, that he cut off the 
coupons, placed the securities back on Mr. 
Lee’s desk in the office, with a pair of scissors 
on top of them. 

The peculiar letter received some time be- 
fore was immediately brought to hand, and 
Gorham left with a detective, John Byrne, 
for Baltimore next day. Whyte was sought 
and found,—a rough, gruff, swearing fellow, 
who ranks as a police court shyster. Whyte 
sald he knew all about the bonds, and offered 
to return them, provided $50,000—one-half of 
+ the amount stolen—wes planked. down. 
He did not seem to know where 
he had got the information concerning the 
theft, but stated it was from a woman in 
New York. He then made the pretense of 
sending bogus telegrams, but to no effect. 
The demand fer $50,000 was refused, and the 
parties returned to Buffalo. Col. Byrne and 
his detectives are still looking up the matter, 
and negotiations are pending for the return 
of the property. The theory of the theft is 
that Gorham left the bonds on Treasurer 
Lee’s table when the latter was in another 
part of the bank, and that some sly sneak- 
thief entered and abstracted the package 
through the railing iu front of the desk.

IN COLD BLOOD. 
Dispatch to Cincinnati Enquirer. 
Avousta, Ky., June 5.—Word reached 

this place late to-night that a horrible mur- 
der had been committed Friday evening at 
Berlin, Ky., a small place, sixteen miles 
from Augusta, among the hills. A reporter 
started after the facts and succeeded in gain- 
ing reliable information, though meagre. It 
seems that a McLow, who is a carpenter, had 
contracted with a Mr. Moore to build a small 
building for $400, He met Mr. Moore Friday 
and stated that he wanted $200 more to com- 
plete the work, having had $200. He was 
given a check on the Augusta Bank, and 
came to this place Friday and drew the 
money. During his stay he drank freely, and 
was beastly intoxicated, and, although a 
quiet man when sober. he has a _ terri- 
bly quarrelsome disposition when drunk, 
which has grown upon him since his wife 
died, about a year ago. He left Augusta Fri- 
day afternoon with his brother-in-law, Will- 
iam Sims, and started for home armed with 
a bottle of fire-water and the money from the 
bank. When they had reached Berlin Me- 
Low’s money was missing, and he accused 
Sims, who is his own brother-in-law, of 
stenting S. He would listen to no argument, 
nor make any effort to find his money that 
was offered by Sims, but seemed frantic 
about the loss. He still aeeused Sims of 
stealing his money, and it is probable that 
this is his reason for ta the life of Will- 
iain Sims.“ Sims was found in a hollow in 
the woods about two miles from Berlin with 
nine stabs, one directly page the heart, 
which caused immediate death, the other 
eight divided in the abdomen, arm, 
and head. He was found by a party 
who had started in a sear for him 
Sunday morning, and nted a terrible 
spectacle. It is supposed that he was killed 
in the conveyance they were in after they 
left Berlin, and was placed In that out-of-the- 
way place. Sunday morning McLow, be- 
coming sober, found the lost money on his 
person, and after the body of Sims had been 
found McLow confessed that he had done 
the killing, and seemed to take the matter 
very hard, and scarcely realized the act he 
had done. Ile was immediately arrested and 
taken to Brooksville, the county seat, and 
the charge of murder in the first degree 
placed opposit his name. The murdered 
man was a sober, hard-working farmer, mar- 
ried, but had no children, and was a good 
husband, and liked by every neighbor and 
acquaintance. His young wife has been 
nearly crazy, and it Is feared that the severe 
shock will permanently injure her.

BurrALo, N. ., June 6—This morning 

the jury in the Court of Oyer and Terminer 
found a verdict of guilty against Joseph 
Bork, Buffalo’s defaulting City Treasurer. 
This was the second trial, accused having 
been convicted in 18% on the same charge. 
The Court of Appeals, however, quashed tLe 
indictment, as it was, defective in that it did 
not describe the money alleged to have been 
embezzed. The present indictment wasfound 
soon after his first trial, and, after deliberat- 
ing for forty-six hours, the jurors decided 
Bork was guilty. It was in Decem- 
ber, 1875, that Bork one day quiet- 
ly withdrew from the city and retired 
to Canada. Then came the startling 
intelligence that he had defaulted. The ex- 
citing incidents that followed the discovery 
of the truth of that fact and subsequent de- 
velopments form a most interesting chapter 
in local history. Bork returned in about ten 
days, and for seven months, together with an 
Aldermanic Committee, tried to come to a 
settlement with the city. The amount of the 
defalcation was $450,000. After six years 
representatives of the city have succeeded in 
collecting $200,000. rest of securi- 
ties are said to be worthless. The charge in 
question was that ne embezzled $100,000 
worth of „ and County Hall bonds. 
all of his bills of particulars he never 
has been able to account for them, neither 
has any trace of them ever been secured. 
‘The case will be 2 and for four years 
more probably will be fought in the courts. 
Previous to his defaleation Bork was the 
most prominent German in the city, Presi- 
dent of the Bank Insurance Aid Association, 
etc. To-day he goes about the streets poorly 
clad, thoroughiy dejected, and recognizing 
few, a sad comparison to the once rich bank- 
er and powerful politician.

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IRRESPONSIBLE CLERES l IN THE DEPART- 
MENTS. 


The investigation of the star-route frauds, } 


it is alleged, shows that “the clerks in the 
Contract-Office of the Second Assistant Post- 
master-General have exercised an extraor- 
dinary and unwarrantable power.” In a 
word, itis said that they have been “ prac- 
tically charged with recommending whether 
a service should be increased, expedited, or 
reduced.” The mere statement of the fact, 
if it be a fact, is sufficient to condemn the 
practice. No argument is required to demon- 
strate the absurdity of intrusting the settle- 
ment of contracts involving tens and hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars to irresponsible 
clerks. We think it will be found, however, 
that a similar practice prevails throughout 
the Departments at Washington. It ap- 
peared in the investigation of Custom- 
Houses in 1878 that Mr. H. B. James, Chief 
Clerk of the Customs Division of the Treas- 
ury Department, actually formulated most 
of the Treasury decisions affecting the cus- 
toms revenue. When the appeals of importers 
from duty assessments of Collectors of Cus- 
toms go to the Treasury Department they 
are handed over to Mr. Clerk James. He 
examines the cases, draws the decisions, 
passes them to Assistant-Secretary Freneh, 
and that official signs them. In the course 
of a year some three thousand of these ap- 
peais reach the Treasury Department, and 
their proper decision involves the delicate 
duty of placing a construction upon nearly 
the whole body of the most complicated 
tariff laws in existence. The Government 
collects from customs duties something like 
one hundred and seventy-five million dollars 
perannum. That the practical decision of 
nearly all the questions of law. arising in 
the collection of this vast sum of money 
should be left to an irresponsible clerk is, of 
course, very absurd. And the situation as- 
sumes a broadly ridiculous aspect to the 
student of our administrative methods when 


he is informed that Mr. James is not a law- 


yer! That he is nota lawyer of any ability 
even if he professes to be a lawyer at all, is 
sufficiently attested by the fact of the regu- 
larity with which the Courts overthrow his 
decisions when they come before those 
tribunals for review. If Mr. James pos- 
sessed the requisit legal acquirements 
and ability to render him competent to 
the decision of the great questions pre- 
sented he could earn ten times the 
amount of his salary in private practice. 
If he ts fitted, by reason of legal attainments 
and character for integrity, to make these de- 
cisions, he should be appointed Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury, in which position 
he would be held responsible for them. But 
his appointment to that station was never 
suggested or probably even thought of by 
anybody: Washington dispatclies state that 
an effort is being made from New York by 
heavy importers, business-men, and lawyers 
who hold close relations to customs collec- 
tions, to secure the removal of Second As- 
sistant Secretary French “on the ground of 
lack of knowledge of customs laws, rules, 
and regulations, and of the general duties of 
his office pertaining to customs matters.” It 
is not necessary, we conceive, to raise the 
point as to Judge French’s competency, 
since it is generally understood that he does 
not in fact make the decisions which bear his 
signature. If his decisions show incompe- 
tency, that is a sufficient cause for his re- 
moval; and if these decisions are made by 
another man, and that man is Mr. II. B. 
James, Mr. James should be removed also. 
A great many efforts have been made to re- 
form the New York Custom-House, but it is 
by no means properly administered yet. Ask 
the Chicago importers of dry goods, silks, 
ribbons, laces, and numerous other articles 
of French manufacture whether they cannot 
buy these goods from 15 to 40 per cent cheaper 
in the New York market than the price at 
which they can import them. They will 
reply that they can, and will declare that they 


is certainly negiectful of hus duty, and 
James is certainly incompetent. 


THE SITUATION AT ALBANY. 

Another ballot was taken at Albany yester- 
day without any significant changes. There 
were many absentees among all the factions, 
—the result of the system of pairing. The 
license whieh is given to this practice was 
aptly illustrated by the announcement which 
Mr. Forster made to the effect that he and Mr. 
Aston, both State Senators, are paired on 
all votes for United States Senators until 
Dec. 31, 1881, when either is absent. Both 
these gentlemen are nominally Republicans, 
and the question’was pertinently asked which 
one of the two had left the Republican party. 
There is great abuse of the practice of pair- 
ing in all legislative bodies, and, in the pres- 
ent case, it may help to prolong the dead- 
lock indefinitly. It certainly gives the Conk- 
ling minority a decided advantage. At the 
same time, it contributes to the uncertainty 
of the result. It may lead toan adjournment 
that would not otherwise be possible. 
It may also oceasion a ballot at which 
less then a quorum shall be present] and 
thus imperil the legality of subsequent 
ballots. The Democrats are beginning 
to fear that it may even turn to 
their disadvantage, for they‘are interested in 
defeating the election of anybody by the pres- 
ent Legislature, in order to give them a 
ehance to carry the election before the peo- 
ple next fall, and thus be able to elect two 
Democrats to the United States Senate. 
Hence they express the fear that so many 
Democrats may be absent on pairs with 
Conkling Republicans that the anti-Conkling 
Republicans may some day combine and elect 
two Senators with 57 or 60 votes, whereas 81 
votes would be necessary to an election with 
all the members of the Legislature present. 
The Democrats want a caucus to control this 
and other party considerations in the cam- 
paign. The anti-Conkling Republicans ought 
to see their advantage in refusing to pair at 
all, and thus inflicting all the dangers and 
penalties of absenteeism and indifference 
upon their opponents. 

Senator Woodin offered yesterday a series 
of rules for the government of the Joint 
Convention which may possibly be the means 
of combining the strength of the anti-Conk- 
ling Republicans. These rules provide (1) 
that the Joint Assembly shall meet every 
day at noon until the two Senators shall be 
elected or till the final adjournment of the 
Legislature; (2) that every motion to adjourn 
shall be construed to mean till the following 
day, or the following Monday when the suc- 
ceeding day is Sunday; and (3) that neither 
of these rules shall be rescinded except by 
the affirmative vote of two-thirds of all the 
members elected to the Legislature. These 
rules are strictly in aceordance with 
the intentions of the United States 
statutes governing the election of the 
United States Senators, and they ought 
to be adopted. It is difficult to see, 
however, any opportunity for their adoption, 
since they would completely shut off the 
Conkling scheme for an adjournment of the 
Legislature without an election. If the 
Democrats are inclined to act with the 
Conklingites in this scheme, they will doubt- 
less oppose the proposed rules, even though 
they are aware that respect {or the United 
States law requires their adoption. But if 
any of the men now voting for Conkling and 
Platt are inclined to favor the re@lection of 
two Republicans in case Conkling and Platt 
cannot be elected, then they ought to join 
the Administration Republicans in voting 
for the rules. At all events, the vote on 
these rules will serve to combine the anti- 
Conkling forces to a certain extent, and may 
be the basis for a party caucus in which 
Conkling shall be foreed either to withdraw 
or avow himself a “belter,” disorganizer, 
and traitor.

Jeff Davis was in a position to write the 
story of the Confederacy in a spirit that 
might have atoned in part for the great 
wrong he had done his own people, He 
waited half a generation after the close 
of actual hostilities. He took to himself 
time to analyze the logic of secession and its 
results. He has had occasion to note the 
contrast between the march of disaster along 
the wrecks of slavery and sectionalism and 
the progress of prosperity by a great Nation. 
He has had ample opportunity to estimate 
the injury done to the South by such leaders 
as himself. But he has had neither the hon- 
esty nor the courage to confess that his 
course was at least mistaken. Not even the 
sectional South can claim Jeff Davis as a 
patriot. If he were capable of loving 
his own people he would de _ inceapa- 
ble of devoting a last supreme effort 
to the promotion of the spirit of hostility to 
the American Government. He still con- 
tends for the righteousness of the “ princi- 
ples” for which the South fought—viz.: 
slavery and the disruption of the Union. His 
book will be accepted as a sort of gospel by 
that large class of irreconcilables which is 
scattered all over the South, and its influence, 
like its purpose, will be to Keep alive the 
embers of hatred w 750 defeat left among 
the Southern peopl 

Davis reveais the spirit of an original 
Secessionist in many parts of his book. He 
relates that, while still a young man, he be- 
came impatient at Clay for advising him to 
support compromise measures which might 
assure peace to the country for a long 
period, He preferred a trial of strength 
then rather than postpone it to a posterity 
that might have a stronger Union sentiment. 
He recounts that he recognized in Lincoln’s 
election, while that event was only among 
the possibilities, the provocative of war, and 
knew that “secession was the only rem- 
edy.” The only remedy against what? 
Against the majority of the people, against 
the continuance of th. National Union, 
against the abolition of, slavery, against the 


— 5 war at a time when he 

ave felt assured that war was inevitable, 
and laments now that his advice was not 
more strictly followed. The spirit of treason 
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ot humanity.” He has not a word to say in 
‘eondemnation of the “ treason, strategy, and 
spoits ” which actuated the Southern leaders 


to betray their people into a war against 


their own Government. 

Jeff Davis is the typical Bourbon of his 
time. He neither learns nor forgets. He 
would not raise a finger of warning nor ex- 
ercise any means of restraint if his own peo- 
ple or any proportion of them were to-day to 
rush into another struggle against the Gov- 
ernment more hopeless than the one he led. 
Neither principle, nor injustice, nor 
disaster, nor the logic of events influ- 
ences him. His heart is “dead to re- 
morse and to gratitude. He has no 
more feeling tor the lives he sacrificed than 
for the life that was given him. It is aproud 
thing for the American Republic that it was 
inherently strong enough to permit the lead- 
ers of the Rebellion to go unpunished, but 
the recent career of Jeff Davis has proved 
that the intuition of the Union army was 
right when it shouted “ Hang Jeff Davis on 
a sour-apple tree.“ He has abused the len- 
leney which was shown him, as so many 
other of the Confederate leaders have mis- 
used the amnesty extended to them. It will 
not do to dismiss Jeff Davis as a garrulous 
old seold. His book has a deeper meaning 
than the personal gratification of the latent 
treason he continues to nurse and coddle; 
he intends that it shall be a legacy ot hate 
and treason to the present and future genera- 
tions of the South, and it was inspired by the 
hope that something like his death-bed utter- 
ances shall rouse the Southrons to new 
treachery, new secession, and new war upon 
the Union at some future day. There has 
never before been so bold an exhibition of 
malevolence and treason, because never be- 
fore was a traitor like Jeff Davis allowed to 
live and contaminate a succeeding genera- 
tion with the rank poison of glorifying his 
past career.

The Gazette might have said that herein 
consists the danger for the safety of free- 
trade principles not only in England, but 
in the world. If England should be driven 
back into the adoption of a prohibitory- 
tariff policy, free trade would be post- 
poned for a quarter of a century. But 
eventually it would come with greater force 
and over a more extended territory than 
might otherwise be the case. For the fact 
that England has permitted countries that 
discriminated against her to enjoy the free- 
dom of her ports has given ald and comfort 
to the advocates of a high-tariff policy in 
those countries. If American grain were to 
be discriminated against, for instance, there 
might be a very different aspect put on af- 
fairs in the United States. Of course, En- 
gland cannot afford to do this, as she cannot 
do without cheap food for her laborers, or 
sacrifice her position as the ehief commercial 
nation of the world by increasing the cost of 
production of all manufactured articles. But 
there can be no question that the adoption of 
such a policy, costly as it would be fora 
time, would have the ultimate effect of 
breaking down tariff barriers in all directions. 


THe New York Staate-Zeitung has ex- 
amined the books of the immigration authorities 
in that city, and gathered therefrom highly in- 
teresting statistical data. The examination in- 
cludes the time from the 5th of May, 1547, to the 
Zlst of December, 1880. During these thirty- 
three years and eight months no less than 6,144,- 
306 immigrants landed at the Port of New York 
alone. Of these 2,108,445 were Irish, while all 
the German States proper sent 2,299,662 persons. 
Considering the population of the German 
States, this number of German immigrants is 
rather small as compared with the number of 
Irish immigrants in proportion to the popula- 
tion of Ireland. The greatest number of Irish 
immigrants landed in New York during the 
years from 1848 to 1853. In 1848 98,061 Irish peo- 
ple arrived; in 1849, 112,591; in 1850, 117,088; in 
1841, 163,306; in 1862, 118,181; in 1868, 113,164. The 
smallest number of Lrish immigrants arrived 
during the years 1876-1878—viz.;: 10,314 in 
1876. S221 in 1877, and 13,013 in 1878. 
With the return of business prosperity in the 
United States Irish immigration increased aiso; 
in 1879 22,624 arrived, and in 188 nearly three 
times as many—viz.: 66,309, which number will 
be by far surpassed during the present year. 
The greatest number of immigrants from Ger- 
many arrived during the years 1582, 1853, and 
1854—viz.: 118,611, 119,644, and 176,086. Next in 
the years 1866-1800—viz.: 106,716, 117,591, 101,980, 
and 99,505; and, finally, in the years 1872-1873— 
viz.: 132,706 and 104,212. Then the arrivais de- 
clined rapidly to 40,000, 25,000, and 21,000 in 1874, 
1875, and 1876, until they reached in 1877 the low- 
est figure—viz.: 17,753. In 1880 the arrivals in- 
creased again to 104,264, which figure will be 
largely increased during the current year. Al- 
though political motives have something to do 
with immigration, on the whole these figures re- 
flect clearly the rise and fall in the material 
prosperity on sides of the At- 


prosperity in this country and a corresponding 
number of failures ot crops and business de- 
pression in Europe will produce an inerease in 
immigration, and the reverse a decline. If we 
group the, English-speaking immigrants into 
one class then we must add to the 2,108,445 Irish 
immigrants the number of 795,519 Englishmen, 
176,805 Scotehmen, and 35,971 Welshmen, in all 
8,116,740 British subjects. To the German im- 
migration from the German States proper may 
be added 17,961 Germau-Austriaus and 98,050 
from Switzerland, amounting in all to 2,315,643 
German-speaking immigrants who landed in the 
Port of New York from the Sth of May, 1847, to 
the 3lst of December, 1880.

New York State has sent to Kansas many 
fine rams and ewes in the past year. Ohio 
and Michigan have also added many fine 
sheep to the flocks of Southern Kansas, and 
from present indications, will make still 
greater additions during the season now 
opening. 

The concentration of so many sheep along 
the Arkansas and Cottonwood Valleys has 
not been the result of any external influence, 
but entirely a consequence of the natural ad- 
vantages and attractions this portion of the 
State possesses for sheep-lhusbandry ; its lati- 
tude between the extremes of heat and cold;

its never-failing supply of water in the 
streams, or brought to the surface from wells 
ranging from twenty to fifty feet deep, by the 
aid of windmill power; its cheap lands and 
cheap ranges; its well-drained soil, always 
free trom surface-water; the.small expense 
at which all the winter-feed necessary 
can be produced.

The Poet-Dramatist Whom Spain 
is Now Commemorating. 


Characteristics of His Composi- 
tions, in Style and Plot. 


Dramas, Oonsecrated to Love 
and Vengeance.

While Spain, in this glorious twilight of 
Nineteenth Century, is wreathing with an 
immortal aureole the memory of its greatest 
poet, it may be of interest to retrace here the 
portrait of one who is thus reverenced, and 
whose renown has been echoed far beyond 
the sierras of his native land. And yet itis 
no easy task to picture with a pen those no- 
ble lineaments which the master hand of a 
great artist has handed down to us, 
in all their delicate contours and ex- 
alted expression; but, nevertheless, some 
idea of individual characteristics may be 
formed by perusing a written description of 
the appearance of Calderon. He stands be- 
fore us in his full-length portrait in an atti- 
tude of meditation, his countenance in re- 
pose, while large dreamy eyes seem to pene- 
trate the soul rather than to gaze on the ex- 
terior world. A life-breathing element mys- 
teriously appeals to the beholder who stands 
enthralled before this powerful personifica- 
tion of dignity and gravity, lofty genius and 
sublime inspiration,—before one ‘who to- 
day composed a drama of terrible jealousy, 
more frightful than that of Othello,“ and 
the morrow created Autos Sacramentales”’ 
all gleaming with lyric eloquence. The head 
of Calderon bears much resemblance to that 
of Shakspeare, while his nose and the grace- 
ful oval of his face recall to mind the 
portraiture of Racine. Attired in monachal 
costume, with a holy medal suspended by a 
cord from bis neck, the conviction impresses 
itself on the beholder that the life of the 
famous poet was passed within the walls of 
some monastery, where, untrammeled by 
worldly surroundings, his genius received its 
inspirations. But Calderon 
WAS A SOLDIER BEFORE HE WAS A PRIEST, 
and for ten years bore arms with distiction in 
Milan and the Netherlands. Ile was recaljed 
by the King of Spain, who conferred on him 
the order of San Jago; after which he served 
in the company of Catalonia, and subse- 
quently enteged the clerical profession and 
became a Chaplain in the Archiepiscopal 
Church of Toledo. Before his i4th year he 
had written his first play, El Carro del 
Cielo,“ which has been handed down to pos- 
terity, and in which we admire bis unrivaled 
genius; and in his Slst year he wrote his last 
play, wherein his lofty conceptions and poet- 
ical fervor were still maintained. 

Calderon heaps incidents on incidents,events 
on events, intrigues on intrigues. Whatever 
may be the immorality of facts or actors, he 
has a morality in readiness: Gud, and the 
coufessor who condemns or absolves. He is 
never gloomv; melancholy with its dingy 
wings never hovers over his scenes; he is 
gay, sparkling; life overflows in his works. 
He creates without reflecting much; he sings 
and acts, passing from the lyrie impulse and 
from dithyrambic passion to a tumult- 
uous conflict of action. With a 
stroke of the pen, and with extraordinary 
fervor and rapidity of creation, he runs 
across the enchanted world of which he is 
the king. Hisrhyme corresponds with his 
thoughts, which fly through space like 
feathered arrows when birds traverse the 
clouds by battalions; these verses sustain 
without effort immense periods, marvelous 
recitals, grand descriptions that carry you 
away in their onward march, or rather in 
their flight heaven ward. 

THE RHYME COMES AND GOES; 
if it is obedient, it is accepted; if restless, it 
is disregarded; which liberty of movement 
well accords with the actions of Spanish 
cavaliers, with the eternal clashing of their 
swords, with the confusion of their intrigues, 
which are constantly conflicting with each 
other in obscurity,and with the immense fracas 


takes place when actors and spectators need 
repose. Sometimes the poet droops his wing, 
In the crisis of great passion a terrible calm 
begins; the hymn arises in measured verses, 
grave and powerful, revealing the painful 
agitation of the person; and, when this pas- 
sionate voice has ceased and the action is 
recommenced, the drama moves on in its ac- 
customed rapidity. 

Germany, above all other nations, admires 
the Catholic poetry of Spain, and especially 
that of Calderon, to whom the libraries of 
Vienna have also devoted their presses in 
the publication of translations of his works. 
And yet Spain in the Nineteenth Century 
does not comprehend the beauties of the poet 
whom to-day the King, and — 
and nobies have assembled to honor. 
But Spain knows that Galderon estab- 
lished the drama of his country, 
and gave it, for base and dome, for the first 
step and aazzling cupola, that which was its 
support and crown,—Catholicism. Calderon 
was sublime because he was complete. His 
works inclose the most eloquent expressions, 
the most pathetic events, the most energetic 
characters, and the most terrible catastro- 
vhes that could arise on 
THIS CHRISTIAN AND CHIVALRIC FOUNDA- 

TION. 


He has refined the national poesy without 
— reaching the beauty of that of the 
Greek, so inimitable in its perfection; but 
has displayed an imagination more vast in 
regions more elevated, and descended with- 
out fear into depths unknown. He wasa 
great poet, although the Spaniards of the 
Nineteenth Century comprehend him but 
very little, many of them preferring to him 
— Wy de Vega, whom they find more lyrical 
al less inflated with comparisons and 
exclamations; others, whom French taste 
has transformed, reject all ancient Spanish 
literature, from the old Gothic poem of the 
Cid to the Latinized works of the commence- 
ment of the Eighteenth Century. Calderon’s 
style is too profoundly of the olden times. 
He is fot, like Cervantes,—that other Moliére 
who commands sympathy and forces love,— 
one of those vast intellects which bring all 
ideas within their magnetic circle. Calderon’s 
genius is of a moe social phase, and modern 
Spain is too far removed from nim W to 
appreciate his dramas. There is no philoso- 
phizing in his plays,—no sorrowful plaints 
like these in Shakspeare, who created ideals 
sui to a practical and positive people. 
Above Calderon's head there was always a 
glowing sky and angels singing.—a sunlight 
of love and glory tor the chosen ones. t 
us review Caldron in one of his drainas 
CONSECRATED TO LOVE AND VENGEANCE: 
we shall there see how with his country he 
understands conjugal vengeance. Ven- 
gurse, matar, amar,” are the three words 
which most frequently represent the 
Spanish draina,—words which moralists just- 
ly consider dangerous, and upon which 
subject we will not raise any discussion. 
The drama in question is immoral and fe- 
rocious, for the author constantly repeats 
this axiom: 

When one desires vengeance, he must know 

how to wait 

And to be stiil, and how to strike. 

Calderon first presents us to a beautiful and 
A young girl, after having con- 
tracted a marriage de convenance, meets on 
the very morning of the ceremony a young 
man with whom she was in love, and whom 
she believed was dead. This powerful situa- 
tion opens the drama with profound in- 
- terest. 

It may here be observed that in the dra- 
matic art of Spain there are but few of those 
slow 12 which please the people of 
the North.

The “ Heretic.”

Passing along Union street, Aberdeen, in a 
westward direction, about 2 o'clock of an 
afternoon, when the colleges of the Granit 
City are in session, the chances are that you 
will meet—or might have met before he was 
suspended—a slimly-bullt young man of small 
stature. Accompanied probably by a student,— 
a budding divine,—to whom he ischatting cheer- 
fully, and carrying beneath his arm a few books, 
there is very little about his general appearance 
to attract the attention of a stranger. If you 
happen to stand aside for a moment, however, 
you will perceive that one of two persons, 
proceeding in the same direction as your- 
self, nudges bis companion as they 
pass the little man, and both turn and 
look after him. A mere boy he looks, and yet 
there is something unusually striking about the 
round, cheerful, beardiesa face and dark brill- 
iant eyes, shaded bya soft wideawake hat,— 
something which telis of hard study and deep 
thought. Inafew minutes he leaves the stu- 
dent, and, hurrying along Crown street, enters 
the door of his house. You then discover that 
the person you have been watching is none 
other than Mr. William Robertson Smith, a Free 
Church Professor, the accomplished scholar, the 
learned writer, the keen debater, who has, dur- 
ing the t few years, fairly outwitted the 
Fathers and Brethren” in General Assembly, 
and who has shaken ecclesiastical Scotland to its 
very centre, 

A very plain house outside is that inhabited 
by Mr. Robertson Smith, and, as becomes the 
residence of a scholar, it is as plain inside. Be- 

oad an excellent library, furnished with all the 
atest leading works in theology, philosophy, 
and philology, there is very little for a visitor to 
notice. The only residents in the house are the 
Professor and his housekceper. He seldom en- 
tertains company, except when some of his 
fnends from the South—Prof. Cacdlish, or may- 
hap Prof. Lindsay—pay him a visit; and then a 
few of the local clergy of his Church, one of 
his colleagues in the coll and several others, 
are invited to meet them. Professor's voiu- 
bility is great, and he gy a running fire of 
talk the whule evening. next move on the 
part of his friendsat Presbytery. Synod,or Assem- 
bly is discussed, and many of what his oppo- 
nents consider felonious little schemes are 
hatched then and there. charges. which 
have been brought against Prof. Smith bya 
section of his Church bave been as varied as 
they haye been numerous. Approaching Holy 
Writ as a Hebrew scholar, unsurpassed at the 
present day, he bas played sad havoc with some 
of the old traditional nodons which, in Scotland 
particularly. have gathered around i, He 
questions whcther Moses left ju writing any other 
— * than the Ten Commandments; looks upon 

e story of Kuth, not as a literal picture of 
what occurred, but asa “graceful prose idyl”’: 
much of what is generally ascribed to Solomon 
be thinks was not written by him at all: while 
the sketch of Jonah be regards as a parable at- 
tached to a historical name. 

Mr. Smith was born at Keig-Tough,a beau- 
tiful spot near the Vale of Alford, Aberdeen- 
shire, in 1847. He is the son of the Kev. William 
Pirie Smith, D. D., Free Church minister there. 
The lad may be said to bave occupied an educa- 
tional hotbed for the first dozen yearsof his 
life. He could read Hebrew at 6 years of age. 
He was educatcd at Aberdeen University, where 
he had a most distinguished career, graduating 
with honors in logic, philusophy, and mathemat- 
ics. After leaving Aberdeen be spent several 
years at the Universities of Berlin, Bonn, and 
Gottingen, his attention while there being more 
particularly directed to the study of the 
Semitic languages. Soon after returning w 
Scotland, and when only 2% years of age, 
he was appointed Professor of Oriental Lan- 
guages and Old Testament Exegesis in the Free 
Church College, Aberdeen. His distinguished 
talents and scholarly research soon brought him 
into notice, and he was chosen as a member of 
the Bibie Revision Committee. He was, more 
recently, engaged as one of the staff of contrib- 
utors to the new edition of the “Encyclo ia 
Britannica”; and it is in connection with bis 
writings on Biblicai subjects to this publication 
that the proceedings for heresy were first taken. 
It is now over four years since Prot. Smith's 
article on the Bible appeared in the Rucyclo- 
podia. Severalof the views set forth regarding 
some of the books of Scripture—notably the 
writings of Moses—were considerably in ad- 
vance of those generally entertained in the 
Church to which he belongs. views 
might, however, have unno- 
ticed had Prof. Smith's abilities not er- 
cited the 8 of an Established Church 
Professor in a meng University, who, with 
the cvident intention of at once damaging Prof. 
Smith's reputation, and doi an injury to 
1 2 Chu over the way,“ ed attention to 


em. 
When Prof. Smith occupies any of the pulpits 
in Glasgow, Edinburg, or other of the large 
towns in Scotland the churches are crowded. 
and on a recent ocvasion hundreds failed to gain 
admission. But he cannot be said to be a suc- 
cessful preacher. His place is in the class-room 
or lecture-hall, and not in the church. Duri 
the years of bis suspension Prof: Smith visited 
Europe and Arabia for linguistic purposes. 
He traveled much In these countries, and 
his researches will of great value 
to the learned world. He brought home 
copies of many ancient inscriptions to be found 
ou the monumental stones and buildin there, 
and several, which have bitherto bat the 
learned, be has, it is believed, been able to de- 
cipher. He has been again and again asked 
to leave his chair for occupations more dis- 
tinguished and remunerative; but he continues 
to stick toit, and is determined to show that 
freedom of 1 is not incompatible with the 
standards of the Free Church.

Grant’s predecessors in chief command had 
failed to grasp. Most of the National Gen- 
erals in every theatre, prior to him, hac

tions as ee were fighting 
foreign fields. ‘They sought to out 
maneuvre armies, to capture posts, to 
win by strategy pure and simple. But this 
method was not sufficient in a civil war. The 
passions were too intense, the stake was too 
great, the alternatives were too tremendous. 
It was not victory that either side was play- 
ing for, but existence. If the Rebels won, 
they destroyed a Nation; if the Government 
succeeded, it annihilated a rebellion. It was 
not enough at this emergency to fight as men 
fight when their object is merely to outwit 
or even outnumber the enemy. ‘This enemy 
did not yield because he was outwitted or 
outnumbered. It was indispensable to an- 
nihilate armies and resources; to place every 
Rebel force where it had no alternative but 
destruction or submissivn, and every store or 
supply of arms or munitions or food or 
clo where it could be reached by no 
Rebel army. 

“Grant’s greatness consisted in his per- 
ception of this condition of affairs, and his 
adaptation of all his means to meeting it. 
When he became General-in-Chief he at 
once conceived this idea, and understood the 
terrible nature of the task he must assume. 
Ile made all his plans and combinations with 
this in view. The scope of those plans in- 
cluded the entire Republic. The Army of 
the Potomac at the East and Sherman’s 
forces at the West constituted the two great 
motive powers; but in Vi: gin a, Butler ou the 
James and Sigel in the Vale were to assist 
Meade on the Kapidan, Wille at the West 
Banks was to meet Sherman, both marchin 
toward Mobile. All were combined and di- 
rected with a common purpose and a central 
aim. These combinations were sometimes 
interrupted and thwarted in their de- 
velopment. Grant and Sherman each met 
many obstacles before either sat down in 
front of the strategical objective point of his 
army. Butler and Sigel both failed in their 
coéperation in Virginia, while Banks failed 
to cvdperate before Mobile. Grant himselt 
entered upon an encounter as terrible as that 
of Christian with Apollyon in the Valley of 
the Shadow of Death. The struggle was 
prolonged and bitter, and the National cou- 
mander received as well as inflicted appalling 
loss; but he persisted in his advance amid 
carnage and assaults with that awful com- 

ure and confidence which to many natures 
ape only inscrutable bat absolutely repel- 
ling, but which nevertheless was the especial 
quality which enabled him to succeed. He 
pushed his armed through such a month of 
ceaseless and seemingly resultless battle as the 
world has hardly ever seen; dealing, how- 
ever, as he knew, the blows from which his 
antagonist would never recover. In the 
Wilderness the Rebellion received its death- 
stroke. It lingered months afterward, and 
all the skill and strength of the Nation and 
its soldiers were gequired to push the blade 
to the heart, but the iron entered in May, 
i864. But for just this terrific strife, just 
this persistent attack, just this bloody wage, 
the result would have n deferred or dif- 
ferent. 

* But the Rebels felt that this commander 
could neither be deterred nor avoided; that 
no skill nor fortitude could elude or with- 
stand the man who wielded such weapons 
with such unintermitting power. They lost 


not only force, but heart, in the Wilderness 


campaign. 

“When finally all things were ready and 
the great blow was struck, it was seen how 
complete had been the preparations and com- 
binations which had preceded the end; how 
absolute the execution of the scheme devised 
a year before. Lee surrendered because he 
had nothing else todo. He could not run 
wy: Johnston, and Maury, and Richard 
Taylor, and Kirby Smith surrendered for ex- 
actly the same reason. The various victories 
were not haphazard; it was not that each 
man chanced to come out right. All the ar- 
rangements were made in advance. Army 
after army came up to surrender, like the 
pieces of chess in a complicated game, when 
the beaten player has only one move for 
each, and that to give it away. Nor was it 
only because of Appomattox, or because they 
had lost heart, that the lesser Rebels yielded. 
Johnston was absolutely surrounded, 
for Stoneman, and Thomas, and Wil- 
son were in his rear. while Sherman 
was in front, and Meade and Sher- 
idan were r from the north. The 
troops that escaped from Mobile were be- 
tween Canby and the cavalry, and if they had 
tried could have done no better than their 
fellows. The Rebellion was conquered at all 
points at the sametime. It had no armies 
except in front of greater ones. Lt had no 
supplies except separated from its armies. 
It bad no arsenals, no armories, no railroads: 

et it surrendered a thousand cannon and a 
undred and seventy thousand soldiers. 

“ This was not the result of brute force. 
This was not mere outnumbering or over- 
whelming. It was the disposition of the 
National armies between, around, and among 
the Rebel forces, as well as the incessant 
blows dealt by those armies, which made it 
impossible, after Appomattox, fer any organ- 
ized Rebel force to make a move in any di- 
rection that did not entail upon itself abso- 
lute and immediate destruction.”

THE EMIGRANT BUSINESS. 

The railroads centering in this city have done 
a larger emigrant business during the last two 
months than ever before. Large numbers are 
arriving here from the East almost daily, and 
there is no prospett that this heavy emigration 
will let up before the end of the season. The 
railroads say the business is so heavy that they 
find themselves unable togive au approximately 
correct account of the daily arrivals from the 
East and departures for the West and North- 
west, where most of these emigrants are going. 
They can only arrive at a correct idea of the 
amount of business done after the conductors 
have made their returns and the statements 
bave been compiled. 

The Michigan Central Railroad during the 
month of April brought here 11,544 emigrants, 
and during the month of May 13.760. This 
makes a total of 25,324 that this road has carried 
during the past two months. The officials of 
this road estimate that their emigrant business 
for the year will foot up no less than 50,000 emi- 


grants. 3 

The Lake Shore & Michigan Southern Rail- 
road carried from May 28 to June 5 3,960 emi- 
grants, and Sunday 1 * it brought here fifteen 
car-iloads with about emigrants who are not 
included in the above statement. This road 
brought here during May no less than 10,000 
emigrants. The Fort Wayne has brought here 
during May from 7,000 to 8,000 emigrants, and 
the Baltimore & Ohio from 5,000 to 6,000. The 
Baltimore & Ohio brought here yesterday ten 
— of emigrants containing nearly 600 
people. 


LOUISIANA AND TEXAS. 


Special Correspondence af The Chicago Tribune. 
NEW ORLEANS, June 3.—In the way of railway 
building, there is an activity in this region that 
is positively startling. Ihe Texas Pacific has 
absorbed the New Orleans Pacific, and the line 
made continuous from New Orleans to some- 
where away out West. The only delay in the 
matter of construction is in the lack of laborers. 
If sufficient laborers could be had, the lines 
hence to Shreveport, by both the .Morgan route 
and Baten Houge line, would be finished and in 
operation for the fall trade. At this hour there 
ismore shippingin this harbor than there is 
usually in the heavy exporting season. The 
tonnage is used for transporting an immense 
quantity of iron and steel rails for the tracks of 
the snow being builtin Texas and Louisi- 
ana. All this activity basa lively effect on the 
population here, and the consequence is there 
ure more enterprising and wakeful people 
at work than ever were seen bere before. 
All the tra addon lines centering here 
placed excursion tickets on sale June 1, the 
price being remarkabiy low to all points on this 
continent and Europe. The result is there are 
not enough cars and motive power employed by 
either of them to accommodate the crowds that 
want to go. The travel trom Texas through 
this city is far beyond ali comparison to J 

Bvery train brings full loads of 
le, who, by stopping over a day or more, fill 
the hotels, enliven streets and stores, and 
crowd the outgoing trains to their fuliest ca- 
acity. Allof this makes the railway men very 
appy, and keeps them busy beyond all prece- 
dent. One of the queer features of railway pas- 
senger busi here is the fact that a large 
number of people go by certain routes, rather 
more on account of their friendship and 


personal intimacy with the represeut- 
ative of the line, than because of any 
merit the line itself ma possess. 


As ap example of what 2 popularity 
does, I cite the case of J. W. Coleman, Passenger 
Agent of the New Orleans, St. Louis & Chicago 
Railroad.

From a carefully-prepared statistical table in 
the hands of the Secretary, and which will be 
presented to the meeting to-day, the following 
particulars are gleaned: 

Wiscousin—Twelve counties report that the 
winter wheat promises to yield about half a crop. 
In nearly every county the winter was 80 severe 
that a large a was plowed up. Spring 
wheat had a — outlook in every county 
Chinch-bugs threatened two counties, 
and the weather was dry. 

Minnesota—No winter wheat is raised in this 
State, but thirty-three counties reported the 
spring wheat all the way from “good” to

and ten above. 

Kansas—The acreage of winter wheat was 
about 10 per cent more than last year, but owing 
to the ray of the fly and nebh-bug there 
would not more than half a crop.

An Interview with Ex-Gov. Hubbard— 
Progress in the Lone-Star State. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

Lirrite Rock, Ark., June 3.—Ex-Gov. 
Richard Hubbard, of Texas, was in the city 
to-day, and was interviewed by a represent- 
ative of Tue Curicaco Tribune. At one 
time he was a factor in Texas politics, and 
was regarded as being certain of a seat in the 
United States Senate. Recently, however, 
he has abandoned politics, and is devoting 
himself to developing the railway interests of 


his State. 

“Politics doesn’t payin the long run,” 
said he, in answer to our query; and I have 
found not only more congenial, but also 
more lucrative employment. The war of 
Conkling and Garfield, the plots and counter- 
plots of the leaders of the political parties, 
are nothing tome now. Of course, being an 
American eitizen, I will not lose all interest 
in the welfare of the country; but it is not 
likely I shali be again found in the political 
arena. lam more interested in the narrow- 
gauge railways of Texas thanin anything 
else. ‘The State has now 900 miles of nar- 
row-gauge, and in less than two years 
will have over 3,000 miles in opera- 
tion. There ate rr under construc- 
tion and extension in the State twenty-one 
different lines of railway, building on an 
average seven miles per day. This industry 
is unparalleled in the history of the Nation. 
I hope to see the narrow-gauge system in 
operation from Toledo to St. Louis, from St, 
Louis to Cairo, from the latter place to 
Laredo, and from Laredo to the City of 
Mexico, and Mazatlan on the Pacific Ocean, 
within two years.

A BRUTAL ASSAULT. 

The officiais in charge of the Vessel-Owners’ 
Shipping Office furnish the particulars of a 
brutal assault upon asailor named Julius An- 
derson, who lives at No. 606 Leavitt street. 
Anderson engaged at the shipping office to go 
on the schooner J. W. Doane, and after having 
got his card or shipping-paper started for the 
vessel. Just before reaching Lake street bridge 
two men, apparently sailors, met and engaged 
him in conversation. Suddenly, and without 
provocation, one of the men struck Anderem a 
terrific biow on the left side of the head, iaying 
his face bare to the bone from the ear to the 
nose. The assailants then ran away without be- 
ing identified. Anderson returned to the sbip- 
ping office and threw up his job. When advised 
by the officials of the shipping office to swear out 
a warrant for the arrest of his assailant he 
declined to do it, declaring that did he do 
so he would be murdered. The officiais in charge 
of the shipping office say that the assault 
was made on Anderson by Union sailors by 
direction of the Sailors Union. They say they 
have repeatedly complained at police head- 
quarters regarding the “ boycotting” of men 
shipping from their office, and that no attention

was taken by the police authorities tney sent 
policemen either in sympathy with the Union or 
who were terrorized by the boycotters.“ The 
shipping officials also charge that the Sailors’ 
Union has the streets leading to the docks 
picketed, and that a non-union sailorcan with 
difficulty reach a vessel he may ship on without 
a brutal beating. The shipping office has had 
several special policemen sworn in, and the 
officials declare that they will protect the men 
shipping with them at all hazards. 

On the other hand, the officers and members 
of the Sailors’ Union deny the charges of the 
agents of the Vessel-Qwners’ Shipping Associa- 
tion that the Union is responsible for the assault 
on Anderson. They say that the assault was the 
outcome of anold grudge between Anderson 
and bis assailant, and not because he had 
shipped at the shipping office, and that was why 
Anderson would not bave him arrested; that 
the Union does not care how many men the 
shipping office engages, as the men applying 
there for berths are inexperienced, and not one 
Captain in twenty will ship them; that the 
Union will not aid or counteuvance any unlawfu 
act on the part of its members, and any one 
committing an assault on or using violence to- 
ward a non-union or “scab” sailor does so on 
his own individual responsibility, and contra 
to the express law of the Sailors’ Union: and, 
lastly, that it is untrue, as charged by the ship- 
ping office, that they have the streets leudint to 
the ducks picketed to watch for pon-union 
sailors and assault them. 

THE OUTER HARBOR.

COUNTY JUDGES, ETC. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

Quincy, III., June 5.—Considerable discussion 
has occurred here in regard to the validity of 
the law enacted at the last session of the Legis- 
lature repealing the law for the election of 
County Judges, Clerks, Treasurers, and Super- 
intendents of Public Schools in November next, 
and providing for their election in November, 
Ise. By these enaetments a hiatus of one year 
occurs between the expiration of the term for 
which these officers were elected and the begin- 
ing of the term for which the election occurs 
next year under the law made in compliance 
with the constitutional amendment adopted at 
the general election iu 1881. It isknown that, in 
the view of the Legisiature, this intervening year 
would be filled by the present incumbents, with- 
out re@lection, under the clause which requires 
them to serve until their succossérs are elected 
and qualified. But good lawyers here are of the 
opinion that this clause is intended only to pro- 
vide against the accident of a failure to elect a 
successor, or the accidental or providential dis- 
qualification of the successor chosen, and 
is not competent for the Legistiature to create 
the circumstances intended to be covered by this 
clause. An attorney has pointed out the clause 
in these enactments requiring officers holding 
over after the time for the qualification of their 
successors as constructively legislating for the 
continuance of certain officers after tne period 
for which they were elected, and that this clear- 
ly puts them outside of the provisional clause 
referred to, because the bonds they give when 
first qualifying are | ly binding up to the ex- 
piration of any accidental or pro ntial ex- 
tension of ir terms.

A Chicago Man Revisits the Scene 
of His Boyhood Days. 


Some Customs That the Lapse of Half 
a Century Has Not Changed. 


The Front Room,” Feather Bed for 
Guests, Country Dentists, Etc., Ete. 


To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

Lee, Strafford Co., N. H., June 4.—After 
many years’ absence from this my native 
town I have revisited it for rest, and with a 
hove of reviving some of the recollections 
and associations of my youth. 

It is and always has been emphatically an 
agricultural town. Upon a little stream 
running through it more than a century ago 
a mill Was erected where the farmers car- 
ried their grain for grinding and drew their 
logs for conversion into boards, Fragments 
of the same old mil! still remain. How many 
times the sills have decayed and been re- 
placed by new ones no man knows. How 
many times the roof has been newly shingled 
is clothed in the same mystery. When it 
leaned new braces have been supplied. In- 
ventions in water-wheels did not cause the 
removal of the old one. There was water 
enough for any wheel most of the year, and 
the people always provided for a drought by 
having a good stock on hand. 

There is scarcely one foreigner in the 
town. The people don’t take to “ outland- 
ish people,” as they term them. They try to 
raise up boys and giris enough to do the 
work, and have thus far met all emergencies. 
It is safe to ask questions of anybody here, 
they can all speak the American language, 
and can criticise the school-mistress’ qualifi- 
cations as thoroughly as city-bred people 
can. And they don’t want village or city 
girls for teachers either. No airy notions or 
new-fangled ideas can be instilled into their 
children’s heads if they know themselves, 
and they think they do. The English Jan- 
guage is all they want, and they want it 


straight. 
No physician ever settled permanently in 


this town. It is a tradition that one at- 
tempted itin a former generation, but left 
in disgust after remaining a fortnight with- 
out a patient. They drive to the 
next town for medical aid when it is 
absolutely necessary. The same physician 
practices there that did forty yearsago. He 
has the confidence of the people to such an 
extent that a large percentage of the boys 
are named for him, and many of the girls are 
named for his wife. He doctors largely with 
roots and herbs, and bleeds in almost every 
disease where castor-oii will not meet the 
case, and still 

“ STUFFS A COLD AND STARVES A FEVER,” 
and gives sweats where there is the least 
excuse. Heridesina gig and carries sad- 
dle-bags,—both made in a former genera- 


tion. 

The same physician that administers medi- 
cine to the people extracts their teeth. He 
has only one instrument. He uses it for all 
teeth. It is the same one probably that his 
father used before him. Itis the terror of men, 
women, and children throughout the entire 
vicinity. His most persuasive words are 
used in inducing patients to allow its intro- 
duction into their mouths, and a shriek that 

netrates the entire neighborhood follows 
ts withdrawal. The patient is fortunate if 
portions of the jaw do not come ont when 
the tooth does. The doctor informed me 
that these new fangled instruments were 
pretty enough to look at, but did not amount 
to much for actual use, for teeth had to 
come out by main force afterall. These peo- 
ple consider filling teeth a device to get their 
money. They believe in using them as long 
as they answer their purpose, and then pull 
them out and get along without them. 

The only thing the people of this old town 
ever quarrel about is theology. As relics of 
these controversies two churches in town 
have not been occupied for — 

John Calvin was formerly much thought 
of nere. One meeting-house was built in 
his honor, and by bis followers. A young 
Free Will Baptist clergyman camealong, and 
was in a fair way to convert the entire com- 
munity to his peculiar views upon theo- 
logical points, but he committed the great 
transgression in an ungarded moment, and 
then many doubted the correctness of his in- 
terpretation of the Scriptures, when put into 


actual practice. 

Then Father Miller came, and made many 
believe the coming November would end 
their stay upon earth. Some neglected to 
harvest their crops, thinking they would soon 
have heavenly manna enough, and a few put 
on white robes and waited transportation, 
and their disappointment has made them 
chronic fighters for peace ever since. 

The first church of the three had no 
steeple. They built another, and the steeple 
was the largest part of it. The peovie san 
and prayed at first, and argued and fough 
in later years, until the aid of the law was 
invoked, The dust on the seats is deep and 
old. For years neither pulpit nor pews laws 
known an occupant, and he who once 
preached to the people is a simple gardener 
upon the plain behind the church, revered 
by some and reviled by other. A new church 
was built, and its builders endeavored to 
strike an average between the other two in 
the matter of steeples, and put something on 
one end without precedent in shape among 
the liv or dead. They rested one corner 
of this ehurch upon a stone, and beneath it 
buried an agreement to discuss no more theo- 
logical question. Severa! attempts have been 
made to remove this agreement, that their 
old privileges and pleasures might be en- 
joyed, but thus far without success. 

THE HISTORY OF THE TOWN 


is keptin traditions. The virtues of those 
who died a century ago are still told to the 
children and grandchildren as examples to 
imitate, and withouta parallel. A murder 
was committed here over a half century ago, 
and children to this day shun the place 
where Lizzie McCoy’s body was found, and 
the incidents of the trial of a suspected 
party are fresh in the minds of hundreds of 
the people. 

No lawyer ever lived in town; the people 
rarely had occasion for legal services, except 
upon questions of theology, and in these con- 
tests muscle was invoked oftener than the 
law. Several Justices of the Peace have 
lived in town for generations back. Some 
one of them bought a copy of the laws every 
seven years, and loaned it to his brother 
Justices. hey make the deeds, wills, etc.. 
of the people. 

No liquor is allowed to be soldin town. 
Years ago, when its sale was permitted, one 
citizen, more venturesome than his fellows, 
opened a little store and attempted to supply 
the necessities of his townspeople. But the 
people had become so accustomed to trading 
u 
and 


e neighboring town, where their fathers 

dfathers had, that hey neglected 

their Own trader, and when his liquor sales 

were cut off he closed his little store in dis- 
gust and became an agriculturist again. 

The people still keep up the customs of 
their ancestors. ia autumn they have their 
husking and apple-paring gathe and 
when a new building is commenced all the 
townspeople turn out and raise the entire 
framework for itsowner. All these gather- 
ings are followed by n more 
basketfuls are left untasted than in scrip- 
tural times. 

No hired nurses are tolerated here. When 
the péople are sick, whether among the rich 
or the — 17 the people of the neighborhood 
take turns in taking care of the patient, and 
none suffer or are neglected.

It is made from the 
choicest feathers of the goose, and takes a 
generation to fill in little yearly additions, 
and is the choicest gift of the mother to her 
favorit daughter, Many a family breach has 
been caused by the mother’s having more 
daughters than choice featherbeds. Only 
distinguished visitors or 
honored to the extent of 
ing allowed to sleep upon them. 
In my boyhood days, during my visits to my 
grandmother, I was thus honored. It was 


a Turkish bath was not a cireunistance to 
trying to sleep upon my grandmother’s 
featherbed. Another heirloom are the old 
brass “handirons,” as they term them, in 
the fire-places, upon which the wood fire is 
kept. If very old and very large they are 
the especial pride of the housewife, and are 
kept burnished, and when not in use are 
often kept covered with colored tissue- 
yaper, fancifully cut and arranged on them. 
rass candlesticks of immense size are also 
considered very nice. Immense — clocks, 
often seven feet in hight, reaching from the 
floor to the ceiling, are in almost every 
house, and it is not uncommon to find them 
more than a century old and still good time- 
keepers. As the down-beds descend to the 
girls, the clocks, by old custom, sacredly ob- 
served, descend to the boys. 
- Fashions are not regarded here. They 
don’t care whether the boot-toe is wide or 
narrow, rounded or square, or whether the 
heel is high or low. The question with the 
purchaser here is, Will it wear? They 
don’t buy clothing to suit the complexion, 
They select it as nearly like what has worn 
well before as possibte, and their order to 
the tailor who cuts it is to take especial care 
and have each garment large enough. A 
buy’s suit is expected to be too large for him 
when new, and too small for him before it 
has performed its entire mission. In my 
boyhood days the mother spun her own 
wool and wove her own cloth, and it wore. 
In those times a traveling tailor came around 
annually and made suits for the entire 
family, waking his home with them while 
upon the job. The father raised his own 
beef, and had the skins tanned 
and curried, and a e (tfaveling shoe- 
maker came likewise and shod _ the 
family for the coming year. These services 
were paid for with beef or pork from the 
cellar, or corn from the crib, and but little 
money was paid out for these necessities. 
These old customs have mostly passed away, 
and they are at the mercy of cutters who 
have not served them fora generation, and 
knew their peculiarities and gratified their 
whims. In those days about all the actual 
money the family paid out was for taxes. 
They paid the store bills, blacksmith, doctor, 
and preacher in produce from the farm, eggs, 
or from the dairy. 

These people area happy people. In all 
the town there is no one very rich, and none 
very poor; actual suffering is unknown. In 
accident or distress all lend a helping hand. 
All are estimated for just what they 
are actually worth. here few 
changes in neighborhoods ;

town. Must of them have a little deposit 
in the neighbor savings-bank. When a 
daughter is married her new home is neatly 
and substantially furnished by the father and 
mother. The mother has been providing 
for this event during long years before,

They have enough of everything at home. 
They are not dependent upon butchers’ 
shops or market-men. When company comes 
they have enough in their cellars store- 
rooms to cover ir table until there is no 
room for more. Their homes are patterns of 
neatness, and their children do not go astray. 
Vines grow upon their houses, and flowers 
are in their gardens and yards. And when

DOWN IN TEXAS. 


Texas BRomances~-A Hlaek-Walnut 
Forest—The Man Who Murdered Re- 
ligiously—Democracy and Death. 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

San ANTONIO, Tex, June 3.— The smartest 
Texan, and in fact the smartest farmer, I 
have ever met, is old Sim Graves, who lives 
on a 1,000-acre farm west of Waxahatchie, in 
Central Texas. After Mr. Graves had shown 
me his cattle and cotton, he took me over to 
see his woods. 

“Well, what of it?“ Isaid, as he pointed to 
a ten-acre forest. 

„What of it?’ Why, them’s black-wal- 
nuts, sir. Ten acres of ’em. Planted ’em 
myselt ten years ago. See, they’re nine 
inches through. Good trees, eh?“ 

And sure enough there were ten acres of 
hand-planted black-walnut trees. ‘They stood 
about twelve feet apart, 200 to the acre,—in 
all 2,000 trees. 0 

“ Well, how do you get your money back ?” 
I asked. 

* Black-walnuts are worth $2.50 a bushel, 
*aint they? I'll get 400 bushels this year. 
That’s 81,000. A hundred dollars an acre is 
good rent for land worth $15 an acre, ’aint 
is?” 

„Well, what else?“ I inquired, growing 
interested. 

The trees,” continued Mr. Graves, are 
growing an inch a year. When they are 
twenty years old they will be nineteen 
inches through. A black-walnut tree nine- 
teen inches through is worth $25. My 2,000 
trees ten years from now will be worth $50,- 
000. If I don’t want to cut them all, I can 
cut half of them, and then raise a bushel of 
walnuts to the tree,—that is, get $2,500 a 
year for the crop. Two hundred and fifty 
dollars an acre is a fair rent for $15 land, 
ain’t it?“ 

The more I examine into the possibili ties 
and probabilities of ten acres of black-wal- 
nut trees, the more astounded I become. 
There is no crop on earth that will come 
within fifty miles of it. Calculate it any 
way you may, ten acres of black-walnut 
trees will pay $250 annually an acre for the 
first forty years. Ten acres of black-walnut 
trees fifty years old would be worth 8100, 000. 
There is no fruit that will pay $2.50 a bushel, 
the market price of black-walnuts. Ten 
acres of black-walnut trees, at any age, 
would always find amarket, like a marble 
quarry or cool wine, It could always be 
sold. Mr. Graves says he has never seen a 
time since his black-wainut forest was two 
years old that he couldn’t have sold it for 
more than as many crops of wheat. 

Now, any farmer who has ten acres of 
overflow land on the Illinois Bottom can do 
just what this smart Texan has done. He 
can make it worth more than ten acres in the 
suburbs of Chicago inside of ten years.
